UNMASKING  THE  MOTIVES  OF  NEW  DEALERS 

All  thinking  Christians  in  our  country  are  deeply  concerned  over  the 
economic  and  political  drift  of  our  nation.  Some  have  maintained  faith 
in  the  President  and  his  New  Dealers,  charging  error  to  mistakes  of  the 
head  rather  than  to  the  heart.  They  think  that  the  President  means  well 
and  has  the  common  man's  welfare  at  heart.  But  others  have  been 
profoundly  disturbed  by  the  unchecked  drift  toward  another  financial 
debacle,  fearing  that  a  crisis  will  be  the  occasion  to  seize  absolute  dic- 
tatorial power  and  leave  us  bereft  of  our  liberties. 

When  as  sober  a  minded  political  commentator  as  Walter  Lippmann 
frankly  states  that  the  President  and  the  New  Dealers  want  a  great 
deal  more  power  than  even  the  most  liberal  court  would  give  them,  it 
is  time  to  take  notice.  Mr.  Lippmann  thinks  that  the  President's  in- 
sistence on  packing  the  Supreme  Court  even  after  it  has  rendered  liberal 
decisions  reveals  his  real  purpose.  "Is  it  not,"  says  he,  "that  they  really 
want  a  great  deal  more  power  than  any  liberal  court  can  conscientiously 
give  them,  and  that  they  find  themselves  today  in  a  quandry  where  it  is 
no  longer  possible  for  them  to  conceal  their  real  purpose?" 

Mr.  Lippmann  says  .  .  .  "For  their  purpose  is  not  to  liberalize  the 
courts,  but  to  become  masters  of  the  courts  in  order  that  constitutional 
limitations  and  judicial  restraint  may  no  longer  check  their  authority." 

It  is  the  mature  judgment  of  some  of  the  saintliest  men  among  those 
who  love  Christ  and  the  Word,  that  our  liberties  are  fast  vanishing  in 
America.  No  one  knows  what  the  morrow  will  bring  forth,  let  alone  the 
months  and  years  ahead.  But  the  time  may  well  come  when  even  in 
the  land  of  "templed  hills"  it  may  cost  dearly  to  confess  Christ.  But 
beyond  the  new  deal  and  all  other  human  deals,  looms  the  Square  Deal 
of  millennial  blessing,  when  righteousness  and  peace  shall  cover  the 
earth  under  the  reign  of  Him  who  is  "King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords." 
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Things  That  Abide 

Dr.  R.  R.  Brown 
(Excerpts  from  commencement  address  given  May  27,  1937) 

These  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  are  going  out  from  this  school  not 
only  with  the  proper  understanding  of  the  Truth,  but  if  they  received 
some  of  the  spirit  of  its  leader,  they  will  be  a  tribute  to  Christ,  to  the 
school,  and  to  the  purposeful  things  in  life.  That  which  they  have 
received  is  a  combined  privilege  and  responsibility.  Opportunities  are 
a  stewardship.  Selfishness  must  vanish.  You  go  out  to  pay  a  debt  to 
the  world. 

In  this  day  you  must  be  disillusioned.  When  you  come  to  Bible 
school, -the  church  does  not  assume  the  responsibility  to  assimilate  you. 
Some  Bible  school  graduates  find  it  so  difficult  to  adjust  themselves  that 
they  never  fit  into  the  life  of  the  church. 

Don't  forget  that  the  things  that  you  have  acqtiired  will  never  be 
learned  until  they  are  incorporated  into  actual  life.  Beyond  these  you 
will  build  a  superstructure.  So  you  are  just  now  beginning  to  learn. 
This  is  gratifying  to  parents.  A  son,  after  graduating  from  college  wrote 
home  to  his  father  this  terse  message,  "Hymn  551,  last  verse."  The 
father  hurriedly  looked  up  the  number  in  the  old  hymnal,  and  there  he 
found  these  lines,  "Troubles  over,  sorrow  ended,  Jordan  passed." 

I  want  to  speak  to  you  on  things  that  abide.  We  are  not  only  living 
in  a  changing  world;  we  are  living  in  a  perishing  world.  The  great 
universe  is  dissipating  its  energies.  When  physicists  study  the  physical 
world,  they  are  sure  that  it  is  expending  its  resources.  I  think  it  is 
hard  for  us  to  predict  what  the  future  will  be  even  in  the  light  of  the 
Scriptures.  Everywhere  there  is  a  breaking  down  and  going  to  pieces. 
We  read  in  the  Word  that  the  outward  man  perisheth.  It  is  true  that 
in  the  physical  universe  nothing  is  annihilated,  but  everywhere  there 
is  change.  Our  political  institutions  and  our  standards  of  right  and 
wrong   are   undergoing  profound  modifications. 

There  are  things  that  never  perish.  I  am  so  happy  that  my  postulate 
remains  unchallenged,  "He  that  cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  he  is, 
and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek  him."  A  man 
can  say  that  he  does  not  believe  in  God  but  that  does  not  eliminate 
Him.  In  spite  of  all  of  their  denials,  men  are  drifting  back  to  the  God- 
idea.  Bolshevist  leaders  have  gone  back.  Th^y  have  revived  the  God- 
idea  until  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  Russia  has  once  more  turned  back 
to  God.  Professor  James  put  it,  "Man  is  incurably  religious."  That 
is  another  way  of  saying  that  man  needs  God  to  complete  him.  Now  the 
man  that  talks  about  evolution  is  certainly  obsolete.  God  is  the  postulate 
of  our  faith.  We  begin  here.  "God  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently 
seek  Him." 

"And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  love,  these  three;  but  the  greatest  of 
these  is  charity."    Three  imperishable  things!    Three  imperishable  prin- 
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ciples!     Three  fundamental  truths  that  are  essential  to  every  life  that 
would  build  an  abiding  superstructure. 

You  will  remember  that  faith  is  a  common  commodity.  It  is  a 
pathfinder  that  blazes  the  trail  before  it  is  ever  traversed.  Hope  drives 
you  on  to  make  the  clearings.  It  is  the  inspiration  and  the  motivation. 
When  you  arrive,  it  is  all  because  of  the  benevolence  of  an  infinite  God. 
Not  only  that,  but  the  only  man  that  is  safe  is  the  one  that  is  willing  to 
share  all  that  he  is  and  has  with  others,  and  that  can  never  be  learned 
until  one  has  learned  to  love.  Three  imperishable  jewels,  faith,  hope, 
and  love! 

Faith  is  a  common  commodity;  there  is  nothing  mystic  or  mysterious 
about  it.  It  prevails  in  the  world  of  affairs.  Ninety  per  cent  of  all  busi- 
ness is  on  faith.  Faith  is  no  credulity.  When  men  say  that  faith 
is  unrational  and  unscientific,  they  are  speaking  unscientifically.  Be- 
fore any  experiment  is  ever  instituted,  they  believe  that  there  is  som.e- 
thing  to  be  discovered.  It  is  not  irrational  nor  unscientific.  They  have 
accused  us  of  being  superstitious.  They  have  relegated  us  to  those  who 
accept  their  religion  without  thinking.  We  just  remind  them  that  a 
scientist  begins  in  a  field  about  which  he  knows  little  or  nothing  to  dis- 
cover what  it  holds  as  mystery.  We  look  upon  religion  as  transcending 
rational  processes.  To  proceed  by  faith  is  to  discover  the  heart  and 
mind  of  eternal  realities. 

As  we  go  out,  let  us  first  of  all  have  faith  in  the  virtues  and  moral- 
ities that  are  based  on  our  religious  convictions  and  spiritual  standards. 
Let  us  see  to  it  that  it  is  worthwhile  to  be  good,  it  is  not  profitable 
to  be  bad,  that  right  is  always  compensating.  No  man  should  go  out 
into  the  world  until  he  has  values  properly  established  and  these  based 
on  the  proper  recognition  of  God — until  God  is  the  center  of  his  being. 
Every  problem  must  be  solved  in  his  relationship  to  God  and  God's 
relationship  to  him. 

I  would  to  God  that  we  could  have  a  cultural  revival  in  the  church. 
Bible  schools  need  to  have  an  enlarged  course  in  Christian  ethics  and 
culture.  Oftentimes  professing  Christians  are  the  most  crude,  unkind, 
thoughtless  people  that  you  can  meet.  They  don't  know  how  to  lose 
without  crying  and  don't  know  how  to  win  without  being  inflated.  If 
I  had  it  my  way,  no  student  would  get  a  diploma  until  he  knew  how 
to  laugh  at  himself.  They  should  look  facts  squarely  in  the  face,  find 
out  where  they  have  failed,  then  laugh  and  go  on.  Most  of  us  take  our- 
selves too  seriously.  We  develop  a  peculiar  ego  type  that  prohibits  us 
from  releasing  ourselves  from  ourselves.  Another  thing,  even  though 
you  attempt  to  be  ethical  and  cultured,  don't  let  it  be  strained, — just 
because  you  want  to  impress  other  people  that  you  came  to  Bible  school 
and  you  are  saved  and  sanctified.  The  young  people  are  the  only  ones 
you  can't  fool.  They  know.  Learn  how  to  be  natural  and  how  to  be 
perfectly  human  while  at  the  same  time  you  are  absolutely  godly.  Learn 
how  to  be  kind  and  thoughful  and  considerate.  Let  us  have  faith  in 
the  ethics  and  cultural  values  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  young  people  of  today  need  faith  in  the  legacy  left  to  our 
nation — the  heritage  of  our  freedom  of  speech  and,  above  all,  our  reli- 
gious liberties,  which  are  being  jeopardized  in  the  United  States.     I 
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believe  that  we  have  a  right  to  cultivate  in  the  hearts  of  our  children 
and  in  our  own  minds,  an  appreciation  and  gratitude,  a  spirit  of  loyalty 
to  those  things  that  are  our  legacies. 

We  need  faith  in  the  church,  her  message,  and  her  ministry.  I  not 
only  think  of  the  spiritual  assemblies,  but  I  think  of  the  living  organism 
of  which  He  is  the  Head.  I  believe  in  fellowship  with  the  members  of 
the  body  of  Christ.  If  there  isn't  some  group  in  the  world  with  whom 
you  can  have  fellowship,  then  I  am  scared  to  death  of  you.  There  ought 
to  be  somebody  in  some  place  with  whom  you  can  have  fellowship.  In 
my  ministerial  sphere  there  are  many  that  solicit  engagements.  I  ask 
them  with  what  group  they  are  associated,  and  many  times  the  answer 
comes,  "Thank  the  Lord,  I  belong  to  Christ,  I  don't  belong  to  any  organ- 
ization." In  such  cases  I  beg  to  be  excused.  You  must  not  only  have 
a  personal  faith,  but  a  corporate  faith.  No  man  lives  unto  himself. 
Don't  fail  to  cultivate  fellowship  with  men  and  women  of  like  faith. 
Don't  stop  to  read  their  tags;  feel  their  hearts.  Oh,  if  we  could  stop 
this  tag-reading  in  the  church!  Have  faith  in  the  value  not  only  of 
personal  confidence  in  God,  but  of  the  essential  and  vital  necessity  of 
a  corporate  faith. 

When  a  man  has  faith,  he  gets  desire,  and  hope  is  desire  unrealized. 
Therefore,  young  ladies  and  gentlemen,  don't  ever  arrive,  for  when  you 
have  arrived,  you  are  lost.  You  then  immediately  begin  to  circumscribe 
yourself  and  the  parade  goes  on,  but  all  you  do  is  criticize  the  way  they 
march.  Too  many  churches  have  arrived.  They  have  perpetuated 
deacons,  stewards,  and  elders  that  have  died  fifteen  years  ago  above 
their  esophagus,  and  all  they  have  in  their  hearts  is  reflective  memories 
of  a  juicy  day. 

Keep  desire  aflame  in  your  heart.  Never  be  content  with  the  degree 
of  development  of  personality  you  have  discovered  in  your  character. 
There  are  frontiers  in  your  inner  being  that  must  be  taken.  Continue 
to  march  on  by  His  Spirit  until  the  whole  of  your  heart  is  united  and 
sanctified.    March  on!    Don't  stop! 

Remember  that  you  are  the  beneficiary  of  a  compassionate  heart, 
the  great  heart  of  a  mighty  God.  But  you  will  be  unworthy  of  a  great 
stewardship  unless  you  expect  to  live  a  Christlike,  unselfish,  sacrificial 
life.  It  is  magnetic  love  that  has  drawn  men  back  to  the  home;  it  is 
love  that  sends  the  seaman  on  the  breast  of  the  waves  to  earn  his  living; 
it  is  love  that  blazed  the  trails  that  have  given  us  the  opportunity  to 
know  and  enjoy  this  glorious  heritage. 

But  there  will  come  a  day  when  faith  and  hope  will  step  aside  gra- 
ciously and  bow  courageously,  when  you  will  have  realized  in  that 
glorious  day  the  true  meaning  of  your  faith,  the  full-orbed  realization 
of  your  hope,  and  they  will  commit  you  to  love  that  will  continue  active- 
ly throughout  the  eternal  ages.  You  will  be  reminded  by  the  endless 
seasons  of  time  that  all  you  are  and  have  is  because  love  in  God  and  in 
Christ  prevails  unto  us.  I  pray  that  as  you  go  out  you  will  make  these 
imperishable  qualities  the  sum  total  of  your  assets.  Faith,  hope,  and 
love  are  the  greatest  assets  that  you  can  ever  possess.  They  never 
fluctuate  in  the  market  of  values. 
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The  Victory  of  Faith 

Rev.  Paul  Updike 
(Baccalaureate  sermon  given  Sunday,  May  23,  1937) 

''Thou  hast  asked  a  hard  thing:  nevertheless  ...  "^  II  Kings  2:10 

Elisha  is  passing  one  of  the  many  crises  on  a  man's  journey  of  faith. 
It  is  time  for  Elijah  to  be  taken  to  heaven  and  his  work  is  to  be  left  in 
the  hands  of  a  younger  man.  The  chapter  opens  w^ith  the  thought  that 
perhaps  the  forv^ardness  of  anticipation  was  urging  Elisha  to  press  a 
little  hard  on  the  old  prophet.  He  was  no  doubt  certain  that  it  was 
possible  to  gain  a  prize  now  that  would  be  invaluable  in  the  many  more 
journeys  of  faith  he  must  make  on  his  longer  one  to  the  city  of  God. 

The  silence  of  the  two  speaks  of  the  deep  meditation  as  a  man 
contemplates  putting  off  his  armor  and  appearing  before  his  Master  on 
the  one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  what  a  man  passes  through  as  he 
treads  into  the  unknown  with  a  call  to  service.  There  are  times  when 
a  man's  experiences  with  God  are  so  personal  they  can  neither  be  re- 
vealed nor  understood.  Silence,  in  that  case,  is  the  worship  of  the  soul 
as  it  fastens  its  roots  in  faith.  This  silence  seems  only  to  be  broken  as 
the  old  prophet  pleads,  "Tarry  here."  Then,  as  a  second  temptation  to 
draw  him  aside,  the  sons  of  the  prophets  cry  out,  "Are  you  not  prophet 
enough  to  know  that  your  master  shall  be  taken  away  from  your  head 
today?    "Why  follow  him  any  further?" 

To  these  testings  of  the  drivings  of  his  faith  Elisha  has  only  one 
answer:  "Yes,  I  know.  I  know  too  well  what  it  means  to  stop  now 
or  slacken  my  pace.  As  certainly  as  God  is  alive  and  as  true  as  Elijah's 
soul  lives,  my  heart  is  set  on  the  prize.    Keep  quiet.    I  am  going  on." 

A  mute  tribute  to  this  suasion  of  a  burning  faith  and  this  indomitable 
spirit  is  pictured  in  a  scene  by  the  Jordan.  On  a  hill  overlooking  the 
valley  are  fifty  sons  of  the  prophets,  and  far  in  the  distance,  down  by 
the  banks  of  that  muddy  old  stream  stood  the  two,  Elijah  and  Elisha, 
with  their  backs  to  the  scenes  of  their  labors,  their  faces  facing  forward: 
the  one  to  his  last  journey  home,  the  other  to  that  final  step  in  this 
journey  of  faith. 

That  hairy  mantle  on  the  shoulders  of  the  stooped  prophet  hides 
what  time  has  written;  but  in  that  unmantled  form  close  beside  him 
there  is  a  spirit  and  a  faith  that  only  time  can  reveal.  The  rugged  faith 
of  this  son  of  the  soil  was  the  hope  of  Israel. 

As  Elijah  wraps  the  old  mantle  together  and  smites  the  v/aters, 
Elisha  begins  to  taste  the  sweetness  of  the  near  victory  of  faith  that 
hope  brings  in.  Thank  God  for  the  hope  there  is  in  faith.  He  had  not 
prayed  yet.  But  he  knew,  the  time  would  come  when  he  could;  and 
when  he  could,  he  would. 

From  here  on  the  silence  is  broken  and  as  they  walk  they  talk- 
It  has  turned  from  those  testings  that  try  faith  to  encouragements  that 
feed  faith.  Think  of  what  the  parting  of  the  Jordan  waters  must  have 
brought  to  their  mind.  When  faith  is  fed  it  bursts  its  boundaries  and 
Elisha  begins  to  open  the  secrets  of  his  heart  to  take  in  new  territory. 
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Faith  strengthened  to  prayer  is  better  able  to  carry  home  the  gift  to 
prayer. 

Notice  his  choice.  But  to  see  that  we  must  look  at  his  call.  It  was 
very  brief;  just  a  mantle  thrown  over  his  shoulders  as  he  was  plowing 
in  the  lield.  Then,  bidding  the  old  home  good-bye,  separating  from  his 
loved  ones,  sacrificing  his  oxen  on  the  plow  beams,  he  leaves  to  enrich 
another  that  which  might  have  made  his  own  life  fat.  It  seems  to  me 
there  must  have  been  a  piece  of  unburnt  bone  somewhere  sticking  out 
from  under  that  pile  of  ashes  that  pointed  a  living  finger  at  him  to 
accuse  him  of  breaking  down  every  foundation  of  a  successful  life  in 
his  home  community.  Now,  nothing  was  left.  He  had  sacrificed  all. 
He  had  nothing  but  a  spirit  consecrated  and  dedicated  to  the  high 
commands  of  God  upon  his  soul.  But  that  meant  everything.  Though 
poor  in  the  world,  he  was  rich  in  his  soul. 

Let  us  notice  also  his  work.  He  was  to  be  only  a  helper  to  the  poor, 
a  deliverer  to  the  oppressed,  a  strength  to  the  weary.  He  was  never  to 
offer  prayers  that  should  paralyze  a  nation  and  cause  them  to  wonder, 
never  to  cleave  an  axe  through  the  prophets  of  Baal.  His  was  a  simple 
work.  But  simple  work  requires  a  simple  faith  and  that  is  the  hardest  to 
have.  That  choice  of  faith  must  leap  the  gap  from  the  seen  to  the  unseen 
so  well  that  he  would  feel  secure  when  he  got  there. 

Yes,  he  had  weaknesses;  but  he  used  them  as  foundations  to  desper- 
ation rather  than  excuses  to  defeat.  He  asked  for  what  he  needed  and 
he  asked  for  enough  that  it  took  faith  to  ask.  He  asked  for  the  double 
portion. 

Here  it  was  that  Elijah  accused  him  of  a  hard  thing.  What  right 
had  the  older  one  to  accuse  him  of  asking  a  hard  thing?  Had  not  Elijah 
asked  the  hard  thing  when  he  asked  Elisha  to  leave  all  that  was  dear 
and  follow  him?  It  might  seem  so,  but  what  was  in  this  request?  Not 
twice  as  much  spirit  as  Elijah  had,  but  rather  that  portion  that  only  the 
elder  son  could  inherit. 

Yes,  Elisha  knew  too  well.  He  truly  was  a  prophet.  He  had  no 
equipment  nor  possession.  His  race  had  sold  out  to  sin  and  become 
bankrupt  in  sin's  pollution.  The  Lord  looked  and  "there  was  no  one  to 
help"  and  "he  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all."  And  out  of  the  incense 
that  ascends  to  the  Father,  atoning  for  sin  and  opening  the  treasures 
of  heaven  to  us,  was  the  smell  of  the  Son.  Sin  makes  it  necessary  for 
us  to  win  back  the  lost  of  the  race  that  we  have  helped  to  lead  astray. 
To  accomplish  this  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  have  the  Divine;  but  that 
required  the  Divine  to  take  on  our  frail  humanity  and  suffer  under  it, 
and  die  under  it.  But  He  gives  not  only  life;  He  gives  that  which  can  be 
used  in  the  telling  of  the  story  of  redemption  and  revealing  God  to  a 
lost  and  a  dying  world. 

No,  it  wasn't  when  God  called  us  to  His  service  that  the  hard  thing 
was  asked,  it  was  when  sin  made  us  call  Him  to  our  service  that  the 
hard  thing  was  required. 

But  notice  that  word,  "nevertheless."  It  escaped  from  the  lips  of 
the  Master  as  He  prayed  in  the  agony  of  the  garden.  It  wasn't  a  slip  of 
the  tongue — it  was  a  disposition  of  heart  to  abandon  Himself  completely

to  our  needs  and  redemption,  to  whatever  it  takes  to  win  a  lost  world 
to  Him. 

So  while  we  have  to  ask  the  hard  thing,  it  ought  to  soothe  the  pain 
when  our  hearts  are  torn  from  the  things  we  loved  to  go  out  to  serve 
"not  knowing  whither  or  how."  It  also  persuades  us  to  get  His  help 
and  charge  into  whatever  situation  He  has  called  us. 

The  victory  of  faith  then  rests  in  that  utter  giving  of  Himself.  As 
we  yield  to  the  burdens  grace  puts  on  us,  we  find  grace  shaping  to  our 
hearts.  That  capital,  without  which  we  are  nothing,  is  gained  only  by 
a  complete  surrender  to  the  demand  that  is  made  upon  us  by  the  only 
portion  that  remains — the  double  one  of  our  Elder  Brother. 


EPIGRAMS  ON  DIVINE  GUIDANCE

It  was  the  happy  privilege  of  the  Institute  to  have  a  five-day  visit 
of  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Smith.  Brother  Smith  spoke  at  the  daily  chapel  services 
and  at  the  evening  devotioiial  periods.  His  nnessages  loere  peculiarly 
suited  to  the  needs  of  the  students  as  they  leave  the  Institute  for  he 
spoke  largely  on  the  subject  of  divine  guidance.

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"The  Day  of  Eternity" 

By  Dr.  Joseph  R.  Sizoo 

(There  are  few  voices  raised  today  in  behalf  of  the  Christian  Sahhath,  and  since 
we  are  at  beginning  of  the  summer  season  when  its  desecration  is  most  marked,  this 
very  timely  article  is  therefore  presented.  It  is  an  abridgement  of  an  address  given 
by  Dr.  Sizoo  on  the  occasion  of  the  48th  anniversary  of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance  of 
the  United  States,  and  it  originally  appeared  in  the  Lord's  Day  Leader.) 


Our  generation  needs  most  the  re- 
covery of  the  imperatives  of  religion. 
Until  the  sense  of  eternity  comes  in  time 
we  can  never  hope  for  any  permanent 
improvement  in  civilization.  The  new 
world  rests  not  so  much  on  economic 
blue-prints  or  political  creeds,  as  on 
spiritual  discernment.  It  is  only  as  we 
climb  the  storm-swathed  sides  of  Sinai 
and  hear  the  voice,  "Thus  saith  the 
Lord,"  that  we  can  hope  for  a  braver 
and  better  tomorrow. 

Among  these  imperatives  of  religion 
which  must  be  recovered  is  the  Chris- 
tian Sabbath.  It  is  not  a  popular  cru- 
sade. There  is  no  great  enthusiasm.  It 
is  not  considered  one  of  the  major  needs 
of  the  world.  We  are  apt  rather  to 
minimize  its  importance. 

There  are  those  who  cherish  imperish- 
able memories  of  a  Christian  Sabbath — 
memories  which  haunt  and  hallow  all  our 
days.  It  was  a  day  for  special  reading, 
special  music  and  special  friendships.  The 
nobler  things  of  life  were  associated  with 
that  day. 

Those  Sundays  were  not  hard  and 
burdensome;  they  had  in  them  a  happi- 
ness and  joy  that  one  never  forgets.  And 
it  is  not  just  a  matter  of  distance  making 
the  heart  grow  fonder.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  Cotter's  Saturday  Night  and 
Whittier's  Snowbound  will  live  through 
untold  centuries.  I  have  heard  many 
express  regret  over  the  neglect  of  the 
Sabbath,  but  I  have  never  heard  men 
express  regret  because  they  had  kept 
Sunday. 

But  the  conviction  no  longer  obtain?. 
Here  and  there  to  be  sure,  but,  in  general, 
the  day  is  no  longer  taken  seriously.  We 
walk  into  that  day  as  into  any  other. 
Indeed  Sunday  is  apt  to  be  regarded 
as  a  bit  boring,  and  we  are  glad  when 
it  is  over.  We  are  actually  beginning  to 
write  and  talk  about  the  problem  of  the 
week-end.     We   treat  the  Christian   Sab- 


bath with  a  do-as-you-like  philosophy 
and  come  to  it  with  a  travel  at-your-own- 
risk  approach.  At  best  we  endure  the 
day,  but  we  do  not  enjoy  it. 

It  is  said  of  Carlyle  that  he  believed  in 
God  until  Cromwell  died  and  there  are 
men  today  who  believe  in  Sunday  until 
the  turf  is  green.  We  have  substituted 
the  holiday  for  the  holy  day,  recreation 
for  reverence,  games  for  godliness,  and 
dissipation  for  devotion.  Sunday  has  be- 
come the  day  of  traffic  disasters  and  in 
place  of  meditation  in  the  Church  we 
have  substituted  murder  on  the  high- 
ways. 

In  view  of  this,  what  shall  be  our  at- 
titude? Responsibility  for  the  modern 
attitude  may  be  partly  the  fault  of  the 
Church  herself.  We  may  have  resorted 
to  regulations  that  were  as  puerile  as 
they  were  futile.  We  have  made  taboo 
things  that  were  not  essentially  wrong 
in  themselves.  But  it  does  no  good  to 
weep.  A  problem  is  not  solved  by  call- 
ing it  ugly  names. 

Shall  we  wash  our  hands  of  all  this 
criticism  and  let  this  day  compromise? 
Or  say,  "Let  bygones  be  bygones;  we  are 
living  in  a  new  world"?  Or  shall  we 
salvage  such  regard  for  the  Sabbath  day 
as  we  can?  Is  the  day  worth  keeping 
alive?  Has  it  values  that  must  be  re- 
tained? Does  the  Christian  Sabbath  have 
something  to  contribute  to  our  modern 
culture?  Will  the  passing  of  it  lessen 
our  effectiveness   and   efficiency? 

To  answer  these  questions,  one  is  thrown 
back  on  a  more  fundamental  question: 
What  does  the  Christian  Sabbath  stand 
for;  in  what  fundamental  convictions 
does  it  have  its  roots?  What  are  the 
hidden   springs   that  feed  it? 

First,  the  Christian  Sabbath  bears  wit- 
ness to  God's  ownership  of  life.  When 
Jesus  said,  "The  Sabbath  was  made  for 
man,"  He  indicated  the  truth:  for  man, 
but   not   by   man.     It   was   bom    not   of 
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earth  but  of  Heaven.  It  had  its  origin 
in  the  purposes  of  the  Almighty.  Long 
before  Moses  wrote  it  into  the  Decalogue 
God  had  written  it  into  human  need. 
The  Sabbath  is  as  essential  to  man  as 
air  and  water.  It  cuts  across  the  frontier 
of  race,  nation  and  color.  It  has  sur- 
vived persecution  and  rejection.  It  is  as 
wrong  to  violate  the  law  of  the  Sabbath 
as  it  is  to  lie,  steal,  or  kill.  The  law 
was  written  by  the  Almighty  into  the 
structure  of  the  Universe.  On  that  day 
we  acknowledge  God  as  the  author  of 
life,  the  source  of  all  power,  the  fountain 
of  all  creation,  the  first  cause  of  all 
things. 

The  day  belongs  to  God.  To  steal  it 
from  Him  would  be  like  stealing  the 
seventh  loaf  from  a  benefactor  who  had 
already  given  us  six. 

The  Christian  Sahhath  also  hears  wit- 
ness to  a  triumphant  faith.  Christ  arose 
on  that  day.  Ever  since  His  followers 
have  remembered  His  triumph.  Long 
ago  it  was  the  custom  on  the  first  day 
of  the  week  to  celebrate  the  coronation 
of  the  ruler.  The  day  was  often  set  aside 
in  memory  of  some  great  general  or 
statesman.  The  humble  followers  of  Je- 
sus knew  no  king  but  Christ.  On  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  therefore,  they 
met  together  at  some  rendezvous  to  cele- 
brate the  triumph  of  their  Lord.  In  a 
day  of  despair  and  disillusionment,  when 
the  world  has  lost  hope  and  heart,  we 
need  the  tonic  of  that  day  of  triumph. 
The  return  of  a  triumphant  faith  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  return  of  a  triumphant 
day. 

Then,  too,  the  Christian  Sahhath  hears 
witness  to  an  invisihle  Presence  upon  the 
road  of  life.  On  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  the  Spirit  came,  and  the  fellow- 
ship of  Jesus  was  born  into  a  living 
Church.  Things  happened  on  that  day 
which  gave  the  Disciples  a  new  comrade- 
ship and  a  new  serenity.  In  spite  of 
later  inevitable  disagreements,  they  held 
to  the  day.  It  became  the  tie  that  bound 
them  together.  Ever  since  that  time  the 
Book  and  that  Day  have  held  the  fel- 
lowship of  Jesus  together.  We  may  have 
broken  into  brittle  groups,  with  regret- 
table divisions.  We  hold  different  creeds, 
use  different  rituals,  and  observe  different 
customs.     But  one  thing  has  held  Chris- 


tianity together.     It  is  the  observance  of 
the  Christian  Sabbath. 

When  one  thinks  of  these  things,  one 
asks,  can  civilization  stand  without  them? 
Can  we  rebuild  or  even  retain  our  world 
if  these  three  facts  should  cease  to  play 
a  part  in  its  life?  Voltaire  was  right 
when  he  said  that  the  only  way  to 
destroy  the  Christian  religion  is  to 
destroy  the  Christian  Sabbath.  Some- 
thing happens  to  a  man  when  the  forces 
to  which  the  Christian  Sabbath  bear 
witness  go  out  of  him.  It  is  a  significant 
fact  that  when  the  French  Revolution 
determined  once  and  forever  to  eliminate 
the  Sabbath,  and  for  fourteen  months 
by  order  of  the  Government,  no  recogni- 
tion of  the  day  was  permitted,  there  were 
20,000  divorces  in  France,  more  than  in 
the  previous  five  years.  One  wonders 
whether  the  disregard  for  the  Day  in  our 
times  has  not  something  to  do  with  the 
disregard  of  Christian  marriage.  In  the 
last  analysis  the  Christian  Sabbath  is 
the  last  trench  against  worldliness.  If 
there  were  no  Sunday  we  would  have 
to  invent  one  to  keep  the  world  from 
going  mad. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  smug  pharisaism 
about  the  liberalizing  of  the  Christian 
Sabbath.  If  we  were  to  take  all  the 
profits  out  of  Sunday  amusements  there 
would  be  no  such  apparent  interest  in 
the  elimination  of  the  day.  We  have 
travelled  far  since  those  days  when  our 
fathers  laid  aside  all  work  on  Sunday, 
together  with  its  cares  to  keep  the 
Sabbath  day  holy.  Today  if  our  dis- 
cordant world  could  sit  for  one  day 
each  week  to  untangle  the  twisted  threads 
of  life,  feel  the  wind  of  another  world, 
bring  back  stars  in  the  sky,  see  the  rain- 
bow upon  the  cloud  and  say,  "Thanks  be 
to  God,"  the  whole  culture  and  civiliza- 
tion of  our  day  would  be  altered  and 
glorified. 

It  is  not  easy  to  keep  the  Christian 
Sabbath.  Everything  has  its  price,  and 
the  keeping  of  the  Sabbath  too.  The 
question  is,  are  we  willing  to  give  up 
indulgences  that  are  perfectly  harmless 
in  themselves?  Are  we  willing  to  turn 
our  backs  upon  pleasures  that  are  not 
essentially  wrong  in  order  to  keep  alive 
and    cultivate    these    eternal    things    that

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Choice  Readings  in  A  Neglected  Book

(This  is  the  third  article  by  Dr.  Kuist  of  the  New  York  Biblical  Seminary,  giving 
helpful  hints  in  Bible  study.  Dr.  Kuist  will  conduct  the  advanced  course  in  the 
Gospel  of  Luke  at  the  Institute  from  June  20-26.) 


Some  parts  of  the  Bible  are  much  less 
read  today  than  others.  One  of  these 
is  the  book  of  Deuteronomy.  Yet  this 
book  is  so  vital  that  the  reading  of  it  led 
to  a  great  religious  reformation  in  the 
seventh  century  B.  C.  (See  II  Kings,  chs. 
22: 23.)  Furthermore,  it  was  an  exceed- 
ingly popular  book  in  the  days  of  Jesus. 
The  fact  that  Deuteronomy  is  one  of  the 
books  most  often  quoted  in  the  New- 
Testament  favors  the  view  that  it  furnish- 
ed the  rudimentary  soil  from  which  the 
New  Testament  has  sprung.  Jesus  quot- 
ed it  froin  memory  three  times  in  His 
great  temptation.  (See  Matt.,  ch.  4: 
Luke,  ch.  4.)  He  placed  high  value  upon 
its  personal  and  social  ethics.  (See 
Matt.  18:16  and  Deut.  19:15;  and  Matt. 
26:11  and  Deut.  15:11.)  Paul  likewise 
recognized  the  potency  of  its  appeal. 
(See  Rom.  12:19;  I  Cor.  9:9)  And  the 
anonymous  writer  of  The  Epistle  to  the 
Hebrews  strikes  two  ringing  notes  from 
Deuteronomy  in  his  effective  call  to 
adventurous  Christian  living.  (See  Heb. 
12:6,  29  and  Deut.  8:5;  4:24.)  In  fact, 
as  we  read  through  this  "most  tender  of 
books,"  we  are  likely  to  be  reminded  over 
and  over  again  why  it  was  held  in  such 
affectionate  esteem  by  those  who  gave 
us  the   New  Testament. 

When  we  consider  the  urgency  of  its 
appeal  to  adventurous  living,  we  cannot 
escape  the  impression  that  good  people 
must  have  been  experiencing  unusually 
difficult  times  when  this  book  was  first 
circulated.  Among  the  choice  words  in 
the  vocabulary  of  Deuteronomy  is  the 
word  "remember."  The  author  would  be 
in  perfect  accord  today  with  Kipling's 
stirring  refrain: 

Lord  God  of  hosts,  be  with  us  yet, 
Lest  we  forget — lest  we  forget. 
When  we  are  inclined  to  lose  heart, 
or  are  tempted  to  yield  our  integrity  un- 
der the  pressure  of  adverse  circumstance, 
it  is  always  refreshing  to  be  reminded 
how  others  kept  faith  under  similarly 
difficult  circumstances  and  won  out.  This 


is  one  reason  why  a  reading  of  Deuter- 
onomy is  always  refreshing.  Although 
each  generation  differs  from  every  other, 
there  are  certain  desirable  qualities  of 
life  that  all  need  in  common:  reverence, 
courage,  resourcefulness,  fidelity,  gener- 
osity. There  is  no  better  way  to  be 
gripped  by  the  reassuring  message  of 
Deuteronomy  than  simply  to  read  it 
straight  through.  However,  even  a  read- 
ing of  selected  portions  is  most  reward- 
ing. Such  portions  are  those  in  which 
the  reader  finds  the  word  "remember." 
Read,  for  example,  chs.  5  to  9;  15;  24,  to 
observe  how  the  author  bids  his  readers 
stir  up  the  gift  of  remembrance  to  aid 
them  in  asserting  each  of  the  high  qual- 
ities of  character  already  mentioned,  when 
they  might  otherwise  succumb  under  the 
assault  or  confusion  of  contrary  circum- 
stance. 

"The  hardening  of  heart  which  bids 
us  scorn  the  dreams  of  youth"  has  been 
suggested  as  the  outstanding  peril  of 
mid-career.  Either  one  of  two  opposed 
trends  in  life  is  always  presenting  a 
peril  to  the  aspiring  soul.  The  one  is 
prosperity;  the  other  is  adversity.  How 
much  good  people  have  felt  the  tug  of 
each  of  these  trends  in  the  past  decade! 
Prosperity  is  likely  to  seduce  one  into 
overconfidence  in  his  own  powers,  or  to 
self-indulgence,  whereas  adversity  some- 
times hardens  the  heart  against  the  finer 
and  nobler  sensibilities  of  life.  How  well 
Deuteronomy  recognizes  the  force  of 
each  of  these  trends!  How  eloquently  it 
bids  its  readers  fortify  themselves  against 
them!  Good  examples  are  found  in  chs. 
4:4-9,  25-31;  6:10-19;  8:11-20;  29:2-21.  The 
situation  presented  by  the  book  is  of  a 
people  midway  in  a  great  enterprise. 
The  particular  generation  addressed  is 
in  a  wistful  mood.  People  are  asking: 
"Why  are  we  here?  Whence  have  we 
come?  Whither  are  we  going?"  When- 
ever you  find  people  facing  similar  ques- 
tions (and  when  will  you  not?),  they 
will  be  peculiarly  susceptible  to  the  mes- 
sage of  Deuteronomy.    As  they  read  they 
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will  not  be  disappointed.  The  very 
passages  indicated  provide  stimulating 
and  guiding  directions  for  searching  times. 
As  the  early  Christians  attempted  to  in- 
terpret the  meaning  of  the  life  experience 
of  Jesus  Christ  in  the  light  of  their  own 
tradition,  much  of  which  proceeded  from 
Deuteronomy,  is  it  hardly  to  be  wondered 
that  they  thought  of  Him  in  just  such 
terms  as  the  author  of  this  book  bids 
his   generation   think   of   God? 

We  pride  ourselves  upon  living  in  a 
socially-minded  age.  Deuteronomy  is  per- 
fectly up-to-date  in  this  respect;  in  fact, 
it  goes  to  the  very  heart  of  the  matter. 
It  not  only  sets  up  expedient  standards 
of  social  justice  but  provides  adequate 
motives  for  their  realization.  Where  else 
in  the  Bible  will  you  find  more  elevated 
appeals  to  the  exercise  of  human  sym- 
pathy than  in  this  book?  Here  again 
even  a  reading  of  selected  passages  is 
most  rewarding.  What  has  Deuteronomy 
to  say  about  consideration  of  the  un- 
fortunate, of  the  poor,  of  strangers,  of 
the  fatherless  and  the  widow,  of  wealth, 
of  courts  of  justice  and  their  function? 
Read  such  passages  as  are  found  in  chs. 
8;  14  to  16;  23;  24;  26,  giving  particular 
attention  to  the  motives  the  author  pre- 
sents for  the  realization  of  the  standards 
presented.  What  claim  is  stronger  than 
love's  claim  upon  a  grateful  heart?  If 
it  is  my  business  "to  recognize  that  my 
life  is  derivative  and  to  behave  myself 
accordingly,"  where  else  can  I  find  a 
more  potent  appeal  to  such  living  than 
in  Deuteronomy? 

Two  passages  in  this  book  are  especial- 
ly noteworthy  for  the  attention  they  have 
received.  They  are  ch.  6:4-9  and  ch. 
11: 13-21.  In  Jesus'  day  the  words  of  ch. 
6:4-6,  which  magnify  the  unity  and 
spirituality  of  God,  and  which  set  the 
whole  duty  of  man  to  his  Creator  and 
Redeemer  in  correct  relation,  were  re- 
peated as  a  creed.  The  two  passages  are 
even  so  regarded  by  orthodox  Jews  to- 
day. Written  upon  parchment  and  con- 
tained in  a  case  or  tube,  they  are  at- 
tached to  the  doorpost  of  every  orthodox 
home,  and  are  known  as  the  mezuzah. 
But  it  seems  easier  to  become  occupied 
with  external  practices,  like  reciting  a 
creed  or  nailing  up  a  motto  than  to  real- 
ize deep  inward  realities.  The  gospel 
of    externalism    is    dear    to    the     human 


heart.  In  rebuking  the  leaders  of  his 
day,  Jesus  insisted  that  He  interpreted 
these  words  more  correctly  in  spirit  and 
life  than  they  did  in  letter  and  word. 
What  may  His  interpretation  as  demon- 
strated in  life  teach  us  all  today?

George  Matheson  voices  the  longing  of 
all  humanity  in  his  prayer:  "My  heart 
needs  Thee,  O  Lord,  my  heart  needs 
Thee!  No  part  of  my  being  needs  Thee 
like  my  heart!  All  else  within  me  can 
be  filled  by  Thy  gifts.  My  hunger  can 
be  satisfied  by  daily  bread.  My  thirst 
can  be  allayed  by  earthly  waters.  My 
cold  can  be  removed  by  household  fires. 
My  weariness  can  be  relieved  by  out- 
ward rest.  But  no  outward  thing  can 
make  my  heart  pure.  The  calmest  days 
will  not  calm  my  passions.  The  fairest 
scene  will  not  beautify  my  soul.  The 
sweetest  music  will  not  make  harmony 
within.

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Commencement  Week  in  Retrospect

Among  the  alumni  who  addressed  the 
service  were  Rev.  Daniel  Ramseyer,  Alice 
Kronman,  Rev.  Armin  Steiner,  Rev.  Til- 
man  Habegger,  Rev.  Tilman  Amstutz, 
Rev.  Benjamin  Eicher  and  Dr.  Beatrice 
Morton.  The  alumni  expressed  their  in- 
terest in  the  new  home  of  the  Bible  In- 
stitute President  by  presenting  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Ramseyer  with  an  offering  of  money. 
Rev.  Cyril  Eicher  was  elected  president 
of  the  alumni  association  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  meeting  was  very  appropriate- 
ly closed  with  a  season  of  prayer  and  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Blest  Be  the  Tie 
That  Binds." 

The  graduation  service  could  not  have 
been  surpassed  in  impressiveness  and 
spiritual  character.

Dean  S.  A.  Wit- 
mer  presented  the  diplomas  to  the  grad- 
uating class  in  connection  with  which 
he  signified  the  confidence  of  the  ad- 
ministration and  faculty  of  the  Institute 
not  only  in  the  achievements  of  study 
but  in  the  Christian  character  of  those 
to  whom  diplomas  were  being  given  and 
assured  them  that  the  continual  interest 
and  prayers  of  the  faculty  would  back 
them  up. 

The  dispersion  following  the  commence- 
ment     exercises    was    characterized      by 


mingled  emotions  in  which  it  was  made 
evident  that  ties  of  real  Christian  love 
had  bound  our  hearts  together  more 
closely  than  we  had  realized.  But  not- 
withstanding the  reluctance  to  part  there 
was  manifest  that  more  predominating 
sense  of  mission  which  issued  from  the 
lips  of  Jesus  when  He  said  "go."
